Opposing an attorney 
general’s 
opinion which outlined

service commission’s authority

duties, the survey said: 
“ If the powers of the civil serv­ 
ice commission are 
as 
extensive 
as has been held, little 
authority 
or responsibility would be left to 
the rest of the state government, 
at lea«t administratively. 
“ The important question here is 
not whether the civil service com­ 
mission pushes the exercise of its 
powers to the limit, but the fact 
that any such assumption stands 
as a barrier to 
the

velopment of other 
functions— in 
particular the budget department.”
